We  hereby  notify  you  that,  based  on  the  Prime  Minister's 
proclamation  regarding  the  granting  of  tve  independence  of 
the  Ecst-Indies  at  the  85th  Special  Session  of  the  Diet 
today,  the  7th  of  September,  it  is  decided  that  tvc  army 
will  meet  the  situation  properly  generally  in  accordance 
with  the  following  stipulations: 

1.  The  purport  of  the  granting  of  independence 
shall  be  thoroughly  understood  (based  on  the  Prime  Minister's 
speech); 

2.  It  is  net  permitted  to  touch  upon  the  tine 
/T.N.  of  the  granting  of  independence/  the  sphere  of  the 
Lnst-Indics  nor  the  form  of  government  until  tvcsc  arc 
finally  decided. 

3. ‘  National  consciousness  must  be  raised  to  the 
highest  degree;  especially  during  the  execution  of  the 

war  this  must  be  utilized  to  strengthen  defence,  co-operation 
with  Military  Government,  and  to  make  Japrn  end  Java  one 
rnd  inseparable. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  great  alterations  in  the 
operetions  and  the  business  structure  of  the  1'ilJtery  Govern¬ 
ment.  Pov/cvcr.  participation  in  the  Government  svall  be 
enlarged  and  strengthened ,  end  political  training  shell 

be  carried  out. 

5;  Nationalistic  speeches  and  activities  svall 
be  actively  allowed;  for  thet  purpose  tvc  following  nee sure s 
shall  be  trken: 

a.  Permission  to  sing  the  national  anthem 
and  to  use  the  national  flag; 

b.  The  use  of  nationalistic  terns  such  as 
"the  Indonesian  people"  shall  not  be  restricted. 

c.  The  appointment  of  nationalists. 

d.  Those  advocates  of  independence  who  are 
connected  with  tve  Communist  Party  shrll  not  be  allowed  to 

exist. 
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6.  Investigation  end  study  necessary  for 
independence  executed  by  the  local  inhabitants  under  the 
guidance  of  Military  Government  svall  be  recognized. 

7.  Thorough  r.tnsurcs  svall  be  taken  for  the 
spreading  of  the  Japanese  language,  the  adoption  of  Japanese 
institutions  and  the  infusion  of  the  Japanese  culture* 

8.  There  shall  be  no  distinction  between  the 
natives  and  other  races,  especially  these  who  nrG  to  be 


sisters,  approaching  then  with  af focticna.tc  leeiings  wrue 
instructing  and  guiding  then  sternly.  Haughty  and  arrogant 
speech  or  behavior  shell  not  be  allowed  under  any  circum¬ 
stances. 

10*  In  guiding  the  public  opinion  stress  shall 
be  laid  on  the  raising  of  national  consciousness,  the 
intensification  of  war-i  indedness,  confidence  in  end 
reliance  upon  Japan  and  the  desperate  determination  to 
win  coi  pletc  victory  ensuing  thcrofron,  and  on  the 
manifestation  of  leadership  in  carrying  out  these  things. 

11*  Looking  at  t>-e  other  side*  of  the  Joy  on  the 
granting  of  independence  we  naturally  anticipate  the 
confusion  accompanying  shifts  and  changes  of  powers,  but 
it  is  absolutely  forbidden  to  neddlc  in  thtse;  r;e  must 
guide  then  always  standing  aloof* 

12.  Although  the  insatiability  which  springs  from 
the  Indonesian  character  nay  some tints  provoke  our  resent¬ 
ment,  vie  must  not  be  hostile,  but  guide  then,  sternly 
indicating  the  established  aolicy;  a  sc -called  flattering 
attitude*  is  not  a  Hewed* 

13*  As  for  the  instruction  cf  the*  Volunteer 
Defence  Corps,  on  tMs  occasion  particularly  wc  must 
scrutinize  the  attitude  of  officers  and  non  towarels  then, 
end  the  i  a in  points  of  the  instruction  in  order  to  deepen 
tht  feeling  of  unity;  *"nd  \;c  r.ust  not  let  them  get  the 
feeling  that  they  form  an  independent  army* 
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Special  attention  shall  be  paid  to  tbc  training 
cf  instructors.  Tvis  also  applies  to  the  Fei-Vo  (T.  N. 
auxiliary  tronps). 

14.  In  observing  the  real  situation  of  the  people 
we  nust  not  fall  into  tvc  superficial  view  that  the  ein 

of  securing  their  confidence  in  Jap^n  and  raising  their 
war-rtindedhess  has  been  attained,  by  judging  fron  their 
enthusiasn  and  festive  excitement;  but  we  nust  observe 
then,  guiding  then  firmly  and  continually  according  to  our 
principle  of  guidance. 

15.  Planning  end  execution  in  the  field  of 
general  direction  shell  be  the  duty  of  Military  Governnent, 
end  others  nust  co-opcrcte  with  it.  There  nust  be  no 
inconsistency  whatsoever  in  errrying  out  the  policy. 

16.  In  general  the  several  functions  will  be 
as  follows* 

a.  The  7th  day  cf  Septenber  is  designated 
as  National  Independence  Conrxnora tion  Day,  and  tvc  week 
fron  the  7th  until  the  13th  shall  be  t*x  National  Festival 
(tenperery  ne.ne)  and  thanksgiving  functions  v/ill  be  performed 
at  that  tine. 

b.  On  tvo  7th  the  Provincial  Governors 
shall  assemble  and  the  Counander-in-Chief  will  indicate 
the  policy  to  cope  with  the  new  situation. 

c.  On  the  8th  it  is  anticipated  tvat  a 
ccrcnony  will  be  held  at  which  the  representatives  of  the 
inhabitants  will  express  their  gratitude. 

d.  On  the  9th  or  tvc  10th  a  special  session 
of  the  Council  shell  be  convened  in  every  province  and  the 
special  municipality,  and  on  the  11th,  a  special  session 

of  the  Central  Council.
